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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The amendments made to claims 14 and 15, specifically the single block now comprising the seats of the 
delivery valves and the addition of the term valve assembly, raise new issues that would require further consideration and/or search. 



Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

In response to Applicant's arguments with respect to the combination of Elliot in view of Redman: Applicant argues that the combination 
does not correspond to the claimed subject matter. Examiner respectfully disagrees. The combination of Elliot in view of Redman would 
indeed provide the claimed subject matter and is considered proper by the Examiner. Furthermore, there is still a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 
112, second paragraph that has failed to be overcome. Thus, the combination of Elliot in view of Redman is maintained. 

In response to Applicant's arguments with respect to the deformable element limitation: Applicant argues that the intake valve assembly 
being located in the inlet conduit and retained in position by a deformable element is not shown or made obvious. Examiner believes 
Applicant to be arguing that the amendments that have been added to claims 14 and 15; thus the arguments are moot. 

In reference to the argument that Redman does not teach the delivery conduit 20 having a smaller diameter than the diameter of cylinder 
19: Applicant points to the statement that "the cylinder block has only two passages each of uniform diameter". This merely means that the 
passages each have a uniform diameter throughout their length; it does not mean that the passages have the same diameter. As clearly 
seen in Fig. 1 conduit 20 is noticeably narrower in diameter than 19. Therefore, Redman reads on the limitation.. 
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
